APPLICANT HEREBY PETITIONS FOR REVIVAL OF THIS APPLICATION 



A. Adequate Showing of Cause of Unavoidable Delay. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely 
manner to the Notice to Hie Missing Parts of Application (Notice) mailed August 21, 2000. The 
Notice set a period of reply of two monrhs from the mail date of the Notice, No extensions of time 
under the provisions of 37 CFR § 1.136(a) were obtained. Accordingly, the above-identified 
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application became abandoned on October 22, 2000. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on 
February 11,2002. 

The Notice mailed by the Office was never received by the Applicant. 

A search of the file jacket corresponding to Application Serial No, 09/577,264 
(Inhale Docket No. 0002,12) was conducted and failed to contain the subject Notice. 

A search of all relevant docket records corresponding to Application Serial No, 
09/577,264 (Inhale Docket No. 0002.12) was made and failed to reveal receipt of the subject Notice.
